boost. The United Professors of 
California, the state's largest profes- 
sor's union. is urging university and 
college professors to send the Gover- 
nor “psychic campaign con- 
tributions 
Last year Brown told teachers they 
should consider the ‘psychic in- 
come’ they earn from their jobs and 
add that to any pay raise 
In a flyer to the facuity, UPC 
charged that CSUC faculty have lost 
real income at a faster annual rate 
under Jerry Brown than under former 
Governor Ronald Reagan. The union 
says that Brown is also maintaining 
Reagan's high class - size formulas 
and is refusing to fund remedial writ- 
Ing courses. He is forcing the system 
to accept a “tuition” for the first time 
In its history 
“You might call what we are doing 
a ‘political slowdown, said UPC 
president Warren Kessier. “The 
governor is alienating a large number 
of progressive people who should be 
his allies. We are trying to send hima 
polite message in the hopes that he 
will wake up. If he doesn't, we will 
probably join with the anti - Brown 
labor unions in an effort to deny the 
Governor labor's endorsement.”

library The first mural was destroyed 
in June of 1976 during the conversion 
of the building from library to ad- 
ministrative offices and academic of- 
fices and classrooms 

Rivera, who has been a police of- 
ficer for 10 years, says, “My painting 
and my work have complemented one 
another Being out on the streets day 
after day has increased my sensitivity 
to people, which carries over to my 
paintings. In turn, seeing things 
through the eyes of an artist has 
helped me in my dealings with the 
people.” says Rivera 


Rivera's home is strewn with large 
colorful paintings relating to themes 
from the Aztec period 


A reserved, quiet man, Rivera says 
the CSUS mural is constantly in his 
thoughts, and all his current paintings 
have only been studies for the mural. 
Says Rivera, “Painting is a very men- 
tal thing, and one must meditate and 
prepare in advance,” especially for a 
work as large as this mural 


The wa!! is 35 feet by 96 feet but the 
major sections of the painting will be 
done on two paneis 35 by 18 feet 
Rivera will paint the more than 2.000 
square feet of surface with a weather 
resistant acrylic paint. He wi!| receive 
no pay for the work. Rivera is enlisting 
community assistance for the mura! 
and hopes that some peopie on cam- 
pus will take interest in the project 
CSUS is giving Rivera $1,300 for 
material costs

According to AS! executive direc- 
tor Paul McAmis, much of the budget 
may have to be revised by the new 
Senate, because some programs will 
receive money from the_ Instruc- 
tionally Related Activities fund 

In academic Cultural 
Programs, the Experimental College 
received an allocation of $2500 
almost doubling this year's budget of 
$1,300. Women’s Studies and Inter-

‘King David’ heralds season closer 


Sacramento Symphony finishes with fine performance

The Sacramento Symphony ended 
its 1977-78 season with a fine per- 
formance of the symphonic psalm “K- 
ing David" last weekend in the Com- 
munity Center Theatre The or- 
chestra, under the direction of Harry 
Newstone, provided an excellent and 
powerful background to a well - coor- 
dinated program which combined 
vocal soloists, two choirs and a ser- 
mon - like narration. 

The production opened siowly 
with a half - hour presentation of 
Zolan Kodaly's ‘‘Psaimus 
Hungaricus.” Charles Bressler sang 
the solo tenor role for this work. His 
voice is deep and full of expression 
His words and those of the back - up 
chorus were sometimes unclear and 
contained many Hungarian 
references. The chorus, composed of 
the CSUS Concert Choir ied by Louis 
Chayson and singers from the 
Masterworks Chorus of Sacramento 
directed by James Mitchell, sang the 


lyrical passages beautifully 

This 16th century elaboration 
about King David sets a mood of faith 
and affliction, and ends as quietly asit 
begins. As a prelude to ‘King David, 
however, this short Hungarian piece 
was deficient 

The three - part presentation of 
composer Arthur Honegger's “King 
David,” was a concert in itself. The 
symphony provided an unusual mix- 
ture of moods for this 20th century 
dramatic piece Their music, ap- 
propriately mysterious, exciting 
melodius and sad, had some very 
good parts 

Each of the 27 numbers of this 
drama - musical are preceded by a 
short narration. The narrator is the 
contributing factor that makes this 
work come alive. Englishman Peter 
Jonas used his beautiful, clear 
speeches to captivate the audience 
His lines from a Biblical text were 
spoken in arich, entrancing sermon - 
like tone; he alone powerfully tied the 
dramatic, musical story together

100 of the CSEA, expressed the same 
feeling. “Some of the men feel that 
Landsness is striving to cause inter- 
nal friction among the men. They told 
me that Landsness sent Whisenhunt 
(the newly - appointed chief 
engineer) to get statements from 
them saying Smith is incompetent. | 
think they did this to divert attention 
away from the head office.” 

According to several sources, 
Landsness recently proposed a 
reorganization of the power plant. As 
aresult, the men would be required to 
rotate shifts, something the workers 
were opposed to doing. During the 
last week in March, Whisenhunt ex- 
plained to the workers that Smith was 
the cause of the reorganization. 
Consequently, the men became 
angry at Smith, who was on leave at 
the time. 

“When | returned the next day, 
Whisenhunt came to the power plant 
and accused me of being a 
troublernaker,” Smith said. “He told 
me, ‘Seventy - five percent of the 
people who work with you think you 
are a troublemaker’. 

“Three days later | was called into a 
meeting with Landsness and 
Whisenhunt. They informed me that 
they were thinking of terminating me. 
They even suggested | might have a 
brain tumor,” Smith said. 

“| knew | wasn't one of his favorite 
people, but I've never done anything 
to Landsness. I'm a rabbie - rouser, 
but I'm not a troublemaker. There has 
been no complaints against me and 


of the players so the workouts are 
focusing on many of the fun- 
camentals) The women are doing 
passing and running drills along with 
springs.

I've never missed a day of work. They 
haven't even given me a chance to 
defend myself.” 

Lythgoe said he knew of 
Landsness'’ intention to fire Smith last 
week. “He asked me to inform Smith 
that he was terminated. 

“| know Fred Smith and he does 
have a way of aggravating people, but 
| don't think that is a reason to call a 
man mentally incompetent and fire 
him," Lythgoe said. 

“I've tried to look at this from both 
sides. Even if they are right, they 
shouldn't be able to terminate him in 
this manner. If they can do this, they 
can select anyone in that crew of 200 
people and get rid of them. 

“One of the things Landsness is 
trying to do is bury the engineering 
dispute. If he can succeed in firing 
Fred Smith for opening his mouth, 
he's going to show that he can doitto 
anyone. By scaring everyone, he can 
effectively neutralize this  inves- 
tigation,” Lythgoe said. 

During an interview with the State 
Hormet yesterday, Landsness refused 
to discuss his reason for firing Smith. 
He did admit he notified Smith by 
telephone that his termination was 
being processed. 

This action came as a surprise to 
Ron Wright, 
business and academic affairs, a 
member of the investigative com- 


mittee formed to look into the per- 


sonnel practices of Landsness. 

The need for the committee wes 
triggered by the recent hiring of 
Whisenhunt as the new chief

Work toward running a full hour per session. Don't be discouraged if you can't 
run the entire time. Walk if you have to, but stay with the hour. After about three 
weeks you should be able to run for an hour without too much difficulty. If you 
can't slow your pace. Take your time and stick with the schedule for about five 
months. Don't worry at this point about how far you are running, that comes 
later. As you get stronger your pace will gradually quicken, your stride will 
lengthen. Don't force it. You've got the rest of your life to run. Pushing it will 


only cause injuries 


You may be interested in taking off some weight. Eat well. Balance your 
meals, try to waich caiores. Make sure you drink enough liquids. You might

Alomar has proven to be one of Bowie's mainstays 
along with bassist George Murray The pair teamed with 

lead guitarist Adrian Bleu, drummer Dennis Davis 
violinist Tony Simon, and Roger Powell on keyboards to 
back the entertainer 

The ability to combine singing acting and dancing into 
an electric performance helps to escalate Bowie ‘0 a level 
beyond the domain of just a rock star, out of the realm as- 
sociated with a supergroup and up to the plateau he 
deserves — an ultimate entertainer 

Entertaining is what makes Bowie tick. His careful 
Cultivation of an exotic, flamboyant image. practically 
bordering on the mysterious, has provided the spark 
which ignites his fans’ curiosity 

What will Bowie's tour be like this time? What's he go- 
ing to play? Is he really gay? 

Bowie answered most of the questions his fans may 
have had as he coolly shifted through 16 songs and two 
outfits 

“Heroes,” the title track from his newest album, was the 
second song of the evening Clad in a loose. dark. plastic 
rain suit, Bowie moved forward with microphone in hand 
to the edge of the biack glass stage 

Silhouetted under four separate spotlights, operated 
by a suspended crew of four, Bowie lamented over the

Be My Wife.’ off Low. provided the energy to keep the 
crowd up ‘The Jean Genie.” one of Bowie's hits from 
Aladin Sane. followed suit, with Bowie stripped to a tight - 
fitting tee shirt and his green plastic pants 

Give Me Some Direction” and “Beauty and the Beast,’ 
both from the Heroes |p, had the crowd clamoring —- only 
to be quieted by “Fame,” Bowie's popularized disco clas- 
sic from the Young Americans album 

David Jones, Bowie's original mame before the 
Monkeys became famous on television, was given a 
chance to display his impressive voice range — falling to 
his knees for the lowest registers and springing back up 
for the falsetto chorus 


Following a brief intermission, Bowie returned in a 
billowy white suit, flashing his almost ever - present smile. 
and announced he would play some material from his 
older records 

What developed was a series of hits, primarily from the 
Rise and Fall of Ziggy Stardust album. ‘Five Years,” 
“Moonage Daydream" and “Hang Onto Yourself" filled the 
vast arena with rock. Well - oiled and into his mid - week 
performance, Bowie began his suave, almost patented 
dancing 

With hand an hip and neck. sensuously grinding his 
hips to the beat, Bowie's subtle, sinewy coordination only 
added to the effect. Another Ziggy Stardust tune, “Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Star,” allowed Bowie to camp it up to his heart's 
desire. A bank of blinding white lights, alternating to the 
music, froze Bowie in his various positions, usually with a 
glittering smile on his gaunt face. 

Bowie's magnetism has an adverse effect on a sizable 
part of his potential audience. His innovative music is 
often quickly dismissed by the naive as “who listens to that 
fag’ or | hate punk rock." Although he predicts that he wiil 
probably be bi - sexual all his life, the 1978 Bowie cannot 
be classified as punk rock 

The end of "Hang Onto Yourself” had Bowie skirting 
offstage to an ecstatic encore: 10,000 people demanding 
the return of the “European phantom.” 

The thin white duke was back to please his crowd with 
“Station to Station,” the title track from Bowie's popular 
1975 release. “Suffragette City” and “Rock ‘n’ Roll 
Suicide" followed, letting Bowie vent his energy (ap-
